Danger Periods 


Actually, there are only two dan 
ger periods where boiler explosions 
may occur 1) during lighting-off, 
and (2) while burners are firing 

The first danger period can occur 
when dangerous accumulations of un 
burned fuel or flammable gas mixtures 
trom incomplete combustion are left 
im the boiler furnace from a previous 
operation. The next time the burner 
comes on, it lights off this accumula 
tion with explosive force. This single 
set of circumstances has been re 
sponsible for about 60 percent of all 
reported explosions in automatically 
lighted boilers 

The second danger period- while 
burners are firing—sets the stage for 
explosions by letting an oil pump or a 
gas valve keep feeding fuel into the

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Lime-soda softeners consist of one 
or a series of treating and settling 
tanks. As the water enters the treat 
ing tank, lime and soda ash are added 
These react with calcium and magne 
sium salts in much the same manne 
that laundry soap does. An insoluble 
salt is formed but this is removed in 
the settling tank before the water goes 
to the washer. Sometimes the residue 
or sludge in the settling tanks raises 
a disposal problem 

Zeolite softening is the process 
most widely used in the laundry in 
dustry for softening water. It is easier 
to operate than the lime-soda method 
needs less room produc es sotter water 
and, with proper care, can last for 
years 

The most common zeolite softener 
consists of a closed tank which con 
tains a bed of mineral called zeolite 
All water to be used in the washing 
process is piped here first 

As the hard water flows through 
the zeolite bed, there is an exchange 
of chemicals. The zeolite absorbs the
